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‘DEVIL NEXT DOOR’ 


Prolific thief who was a

A persistent thief who was 
jailed after preying on elderly 
neighbours was a “devil with 
two faces”, according to a man 
who lived next to her. 

Wilson Silva, 30, lives in a 
flat in Dalmeny Way, Epsom, 
above the one which was occu¬ 
pied by Gemma Davies, who 
last week was sentenced at 
Guildford Crown Court to 20 
months behind bars. 

Davies, 29, described as a 
“menace to the community” 
by police, pleaded guilty to 13 


charges, including five thefts, 
two burglaries, four counts of 
child neglect, one count of 
making off without paying, 
and a fraud. 

The thefts included stealing 
purses when making phone 
calls at the homes of neigh¬ 
bours and stealing cash when 
collecting sponsorship money 
from a 94-year-old woman in 
West Street, Epsom, in June. 

She also snatched the purse 
of 75-year-old woman in a 
shop in Epsom High Street, 
Epsom on June 30. 

Mr Wilson, who has lived in 
Dalmeny Way with his wife 
and children for 14 months, 
said Davies started blighting

the lives of the community 
very shortly after she moved 
there in April. 

He said: “From the begin¬ 
ning, she was begging for 
money from every property 
and sometimes she was going 
round asking for sponsorship 
money from people. 

“Sometimes she just 
knocked on the door saying 
her phone didn’t work, she 
didn’t have any water or elec¬ 
tricity in her house. Then she 
would go into properties and 
steal wallets and mobile 
phones. Sometimes she would 
put her hand inside people’s 
letterboxes in our communal 
area and take the letters.” 


Mr Silva said many of the 
problems stemmed from 
Davies’ behaviour that he be¬ 
lieved related to drugs - al¬ 
though the prison sentence 
she is now serving is not the 
result of any charges relating 
to illegal substances. 

He added: “She always tar¬ 
geted the older people. 

“Sometimes you could see 
on her face that she looked 
like a devil. 

“She was a horrible woman 
and a liar. She had two faces. 
One day she was happy and 
another day you didn’t even 
want to say hello to her.” 

Mr Silva said Davies’ incar¬ 
ceration has brought relief to 


the residents of Dalmeny Way. 

He said: “People were wor¬ 
ried about the kids playing 
outside as strange people were 
coming in and out of her 
property. 

“Now everything is quiet.” 

He said that while Davies 
was on bail for the offences 
she had been charged with, 
the police had to be called 
again and she was then re¬ 
manded in custody. 

Other neighbours living on 
the road said Surrey Police’s 
community officers had visit¬ 
ed them in May with antiso¬ 
cial behaviour charts, asking 
them to record any offensive 
behaviour. 


PC Lisa Betchley, who inves¬ 
tigated the case, said: 
“Gemma Davies has been 
nothing short of a menace to 
the community in the short 
time she has lived there. 

“Taking advantage of the 
goodwill of her neighbours 
who attempted to help her 
after she had moved in, and 
targeting the elderly were par¬ 
ticularly callous acts on her 
part. 

“It cannot be underestimat¬ 
ed the impact these sort of of¬ 
fences can have on residents 
living in a close-knit neigh¬ 
bourhood, which is why we 
took steps to bring Davies to 
justice.”

Dog owners are being 
warned to keep their 
pooches out of a park’s 
lake after a poisonous 
algae has developed there. 

Epsom Council has is¬ 
sued the warning for 
Ewell Court Park lake. 


It alerted the Environ¬ 
ment Agency that the lake 
waters had developed a 
green sheen. 

The agency has conduct¬ 
ed tests on the water, 
confirming the presence 
of blue-green algae, 


Microcystis sp. It is now 
working with the council 
to formulate a treatment 
plan. 

Two weeks ago the algae 
was responsible for the 
death of 2,000 fish in a 
pond in Wimbledon.

War history

Shoppers say no to 
new store proposals

More than 800 shoppers have 
signed a petition to block plans to 
turn a car showroom into a 
Sainsbury’s Local. 

Sainsbury’s wants to open a 
store on the site of a Mini car 
dealership in the Avenue, Tad- 
worth, when the dealer relocates 
to Burgh Heath. 

The supermarket chain has 
submitted a planning application 
to change the use of the show¬ 
room, create a car park and ser¬ 
vicing area and install a 
shopfront, ATM and plant 
machinery. 

Butcher Chris Chapman, who 
started the petition, said the pro¬ 
posed supermarket would hit 
trade at village shops that sell 
groceries, meat, fish, bread and 
other produce. 

He said: “I think it could have 
very significant consequences. 
Some of the shops are struggling 
with the retail environment as it 
is at the moment. The lack of 
parking is a big problem.” 

Mr Chapman, from Chapman 
and Son Butchers in Cross Road, 
said about 100 people had attend¬ 
ed a public meeting he organised 
last month and a handful of 
shops had collected signatures 
in-store. 

He said: “I decided I needed to 
take it upon myself to raise pub¬ 
lic awareness. It’s something that 
could have a very significant 


effect on the village.” 

More than 200 people have sub¬ 
mitted objections to the planning 
application to Reigate and 
Banstead Council. 

The application’s covering let¬ 
ter said the store would have 14 
parking spaces, which it de¬ 
scribes as “sufficient”, and would 
be open between 7am and 11pm. 

It said: “The site represents a 
good opportunity to improve the 
retail offer in Tadworth, improv¬ 
ing choice and competition for 
residents of the village while 
having no significant adverse im¬ 
pact on existing shopping 
facilities.” 

A Sainsbury’s spokesman they 
are responding to “local 


concerns” through dialogue with 
key stakeholder groups and the 
council. 

He said: “Currently a signifi¬ 
cant proportion of shopping ex¬ 
penditure is lost to surrounding 
areas, meaning the majority of 
the store’s trade would be new 
trade in Tadworth, which would 
help to encourage more people to 
use other shops and services 
nearby as part of a linked shop¬ 
ping trip.” 

A council spokeswoman said 
plans were expected to come be¬ 
fore the planning committee in 
September or October.

A hospital trust has said it is 
“seriously considering” 
whether it will continue to 
employ a hearing specialist 
who is to stand trial over a 
string of alleged sex offences. 

Dr “Robin” Lame Hoe Yeoh, 
61, of Garratts Lane, 
Banstead, appeared via video 
link in custody at Camber¬ 
well Green Magistrates’ 
Court on Tuesday, August 5, 


charged with 29 counts of 
voyeurism, two counts of 
making indecent images of a 
child, two counts of posses¬ 
sion of extreme pornography 
and one count of voyeurism, 
which relates to 70 unknown 
victims. 

He had been previously 
charged with one count of 
voyeurism in April, following 
an alleged incident at St An¬ 
thony’s Hospital, Cheam. 

The consultant audiologist 
is also employed by Epsom 
and St Helier Hospitals 
Trust, which released a 


statement following last 
week’s court hearing. 

It said: “We have been made 
aware by the police that some 
of our patients and staff may 
have been affected by this 
case. The care and safety of 
our patients and staff is al¬ 
ways our utmost priority 
and, as such, Dr Yeoh was 
immediately suspended from 
work at our hospitals at 
the beginning of the police 
investigation. 

“Based on the charges we 
have heard, his suspension 
will continue until further 


notice and his employment 
with our organisation is now 
being seriously considered. 

“As criminal proceedings 
are ongoing, we are unable to 
say more at this time.”

These individuals get a 
very minimal amount of time 
in training.” 

A London Fire Brigade 
spokesman said: “We have a 
contingency arrangement,

which we use when our nor¬ 
mal level of service is un¬ 
available due to FBU strikes. 

“Contingency fire crews are 
trained to have a basic fire 
and rescue capability, this in¬ 
cludes being able to operate a 
limited range of specialist 
equipment, such as cutting 
tools to deal with some road 
traffic collisions.” 

A police spokesman said 
the driver was taken to hospi¬ 
tal with a suspected broken 
leg. The passenger’s injury 
was not thought to be life- 
threatening or life-changing.

Boy, 12, guilty of knife threat to teen

A 12-year-old has been found 
guilty of threatening another 
teenager with a Stanley knife 
and carrying out an attempt¬ 
ed robbery in a skate park. 

The boy, from Epsom, who 
cannot be named for legal 


reasons, was found guilty by 
magistrates at Staines Youth 
Court on Monday, after plead¬ 
ed not guilty to the charges. 

He had been charged with 
threatening another teenag¬ 
er, aged 16, with the knife in a 
skate park in Long Grove 
Road, Epsom, and the at¬ 
tempted theft of a bicycle 
from another boy, 16, in the 
same location, during the 


school holidays in April. 

The court heard how there 
were a string of confronta¬ 
tions between the 12-year-old 
and various groups of other 
boy skaters in the park that 
day. 

Magistrates heard how he 
threatened the 16-year-old: 
“Stop laughing or I will spill 
your blood. It will be all over 
the floor. 


“Do you think I’m joking?” 

Giving evidence from be¬ 
hind a screen at the trial on 
Monday, the victim said: “I 
was really shocked, quite 
scared and quite nervous. 

“I did not realise that he 
was someone who would be 
carrying round a knife at his 
age.” 

The court heard how, after 
this exchange, the 12-year-old 


then approached another 
boy, 16, in the park and asked 
him if he could 
take his 
bicycle, -^3 
which 
he then 
rode off on. 

The 12-year- 
old’s younger 
brother, aged 10 
was also charged' 


with the attempted robbery 
of the bike, but the case 
against him was dismissed. 

The children sat together in 
the dock during the trial, 
^with their father sitting 
^nearby. 

. Neither of them 
had previous 
convictions.

A pawnbroker whose motorbike 
was vandalised last week said he 
feels he is being “victimised”. 

John Freeze, owner of Johnny 
Cash Pawnbrokers in Epsom 
High Street, which has been 
raided twice this year, said he be¬ 
lieves his mototcycle was delib¬ 
erately targeted after he parked 
it near the Odeon cinema on 
Upper High Street at 7pm on 
Monday, August 4. 

He said he suspects he was 
followed to the location and that 


the electrical cabling was ripped 
out of the bike’s engine some¬ 
time after midnight, causing £500 
worth of damage. 

Mr Freeze, who has contacted 
the police, has been told there is 
CCTV footage of the area. 

He said: “I am sure the inci¬ 
dents are not all linked, but I feel 
bloody angry. 

“I feel victimised. 

“Somebody has done this when 
we are giving 10 per cent of 
the profits raised in our auction 


in September to the Poppy 
Appeal.” 

In June, robbers smashed their 
way into the shop and grabbed 
£6,000 worth of electronics. 

In April, they snatched Rolex 
watches priced at £12,000. 

The shop was also robbed in 
2011. 

After the June robbery, Mr 
Freeze vowed to stop selling 
items in his shop - something 
he said has largely been 
implemented.

NONSUCH: School reduces height of sports dome plan 


‘It’s lower, but it’s 
still a gigantic pig’

A school has reduced the height 
of a proposed sports dome in the 
face of fierce opposition from 
residents. 

Nonsuch High School for Girls, 
in Ewell Road, Cheam, still 
wants to build the dome on the 
edge of nature reserve Warren 
Farm, but has lowered the pro¬ 
posed height from 45ft (13.6m) to 
31ft (9.5m). 

Its revised plans for the air-sup¬ 
ported dome as well as a running 
track, pitches and a pavilion 
have now been submitted to 
Epsom Council. 

The school will hold two public 
meetings on its proposals later 
this month. 

Residents opposed to the plans 
and who have been demanding 
greater consultation have creat¬ 
ed a pressure group, No to Non¬ 
such Dome, and are also forming 
a residents’ association. 

Neill Denny from the pressure 
group, who lives in nearby Holm- 
wood Road, said the plans 
remain “virtually unchanged” 
and nothing had been done to

allay fears over parking, noise, 
pollution and out-of-hours use. 

Mr Denny said: “We are 
pleased that the school has 
agreed to reduce the enormous 
size of the dome, but that is only 
one cosmetic concession, a 
slightly more alluring shade of 
lipstick on what remains a 
gigantic pig. 

“As planned, the sports devel¬ 
opment is too big for the site, will 
generate traffic and noise late 
into the evening and at week¬ 
ends, will harm local wildlife and 
represents a blot on the land¬ 
scape that will wreck the tran¬ 
quillity of the Warren Farm 
Woodland Trust site.” 

The school’s design statement 


said the creation of a “high qual¬ 
ity sporting facility” would bene¬ 
fit both the school and the local 
community. 

It said trees would be planted 
along the boundary with Warren 
Farm nature reserve to screen 
the sports dome and there would 
be “little visual change” to the 
character of the site 

Since the plans have already 
been submitted, Mr Denny said 
the school meeting. 

The school will hold a public 
meeting on the plans at 5.30pm 
on Wednesday, August 20 at the 
school and a second meeting at 
6.30pm. 

Headteacher Peter Gale denied 
the dome height reduction was a 
cosmetic change and said people 
should judge for themselves 
whether the meetings comprised 
meaningful consultation. 

He said: “We have gone to rea¬ 
sonable lengths to communicate 
with local residents.” 

An Epsom Council spokesman 
said the plans were expected to 
come before the council’s plan¬ 
ning committee in October.

Teenager handed referral order for unprovoked attack 


Violent assault was 
racially-motivated

A teenager who carried out an 
“unprovoked and disgusting” 
racially-motivated attack on 
a man in front of his young 
family has appeared in court for 
sentencing. 

The 16-year-old boy, who can¬ 
not be named for legal reasons, 
had pleaded guilty to a charge of 
racially-aggravated actual bodily 
harm, after attacking a man in 
the Parade, Epsom, on July 1. 

The victim had been in a play¬ 
ground in Rosebery Park, near 
Epsom town centre, with his wife 
and family. They left the location 
after feeling intimidated by a 
group of teenagers who were on 
the play equipment. 

The teenager followed the fami¬ 
ly into town, hurling abuse at 


them, before attacking the man. 

The victim suffered head and 
facial injuries during the inci¬ 
dent and was taken to hospital. 

A woman also suffered minor 
injuries, but did not require med¬ 
ical treatment. 

At Guildford Magistrates’ 
Court on August 6, the teenager 
was handed a nine-month refer¬ 
ral order, a 12-month restraining 
order prohibiting him from con¬ 
tacting the victim directly or in¬ 
directly, or entering Rosebery 
Park, and was ordered to pay his 
victim £250 in compensation. 

A referral order means the 
teenager will be referred to a 
youth offender panel, consisting 
of trained youth workers, and 
agree with it a “contract”, which 
aims to stop him reoffending. 
The contract may include unpaid 
work in the community. 

Detective Inspector Sailesh 
Limbachia said: “The victim and 


his family in this case were fol¬ 
lowed from a playground into 
town by the defendant who 
hurled abuse at them along the 
way before beginning his vicious 
assault. 

“This was an unprovoked and 
disgusting attack made worse by 
the fact it took place in front of 
the victim’s young family and in 
broad daylight. 

“Surrey Police takes a zero tol¬ 
erance approach to racially-moti¬ 
vated crimes which have no place 
in our society. 

“Incidents of this nature not 
only affect the victims, but have a 
wider impact on the community, 
which we are well aware of.”

COUNCIL: PARK NOT A CRIME HOTBED 


Epsom Council and Surrey Po¬ 
lice have played down fears 
about safety in the park. 

Neil Friday contacted the 
newspaper last month to com¬ 
plain about antisocial behaviour 
there, including people smoking 
drugs in the children’s play 
area. 

He said: “A few days before, I 
witnessed the police entering 
the park and making directly for 
a group of youths, who they had 
evidently been called out for. 
That is the only time that I have 


seen the police in the grounds.” 

The council said that although 
it did know about worries relat¬ 
ed to activities in the park, it 
was “certainly not a hotbed for 
antisocial behaviour”. 

A spokesman said: “We have 
only received one complaint 
about antisocial behaviour in 
Rosebery Park in the past three 
months, but we are aware that 
there are concerns so we are 
keeping an eye on it. 

“It seems to be young people 
gathering there.” 


A police spokesman said: 

“The Epsom and Ewell safer 
neighbourhood team continues 
to monitor the area and carry 
out daily reassurance patrols.” 

In June, teenage drug dealer 
Deighton Wilson, from Thornton 
Heath, was handed a two-year 
detention order after being 
found guilty of stabbing his cus¬ 
tomer, Carlos Ferreira, in Epsom 
town centre in broad daylight. 

The men had met in Rosebery 
Park earlier in the day where 
they had discussed a drug deal.

Friends of a schoolboy killed in 
a car crash have almost raised 
enough to buy a bench in memo¬ 
ry of him and his mother.

Kai’s friend Jake Noakes, 13, 
said people have kindly donated 
£1,320, but they do not quite have 
enough money for the wooden 
bench which costs £1,500. 

Jake said: “Ninety-three peo¬ 
ple have contributed towards the 
bench, which is amazing, and 
they have all been so generous.” 

Any surplus donations will go 
into a trust fund for Morris’ 
other son Alfie. 

Jake said a shop, Mr Snob in 
Banstead High Street, has 
agreed to engrave the plaque for 
free. The memorial bench will be 
placed on Woodmansterne green 
near a carved-out log. 

Last month Jake said: “This 
was where they grew up and also 
one of their favourite places. 

“Nicola was one of the most 
nicest people you will ever 
meet. She never did anything 
wrong, she would do her best to 


help anyone. 

“I could say Kai was the nicest 
young boy as well but he 
weren’t. He was a typical young 
boy. Even though he was a typi¬ 
cal young boy he would try his 
hardest to please everyone and 
that was the best thing about 
Kai.” 


Woking Coroner’s Court said 
an inquest into the deaths of Kai 
and Ms Morris was opened and 
adjourned in July.

‘Disappointing’ delay 
for disability charity

A decision on whether a leading 
charity for the disabled will be 
allowed to modernise its facilities 
and build housing on part of its 
greenbelt site has been deferred 
by councillors. 

The Queen Elizabeth Founda¬ 
tion for Disabled People (QEF) has 
applied to Mole Valley Council for 
planning permission to revamp 
its site in Leatherhead Court, 
Woodlands Road, Leatherhead. 

The charity, which provides 
employability training for the 
disabled, independent living 
accommodation, education and 
rehabilitation, plans to create a 
modern campus with learning, 
sport and leisure facilities, accom¬ 
modation for 48 trainees and a 
“charitable hub”. 

It also wants to build 76 homes 
in order to help fund the £22m 
redevelopment. 

But at a meeting of the council’s 
development control committee 
on Wednesday, August 6, council¬ 
lors agreed that a decision on the 
planning application - which has 
been recommended for refusal 
by council officers - should be 
deferred. 

A council spokeswoman said: “It

was agreed that the application 
would be deferred. 

“This was for further considera¬ 
tion of noise and ecological 
matters. 

“The development control com¬ 
mittee will reconsider the plan¬ 
ning application in due course.” 

Jonathan Powell, the charity’s 
chief executive, said it wants to re¬ 
develop the site because its build¬ 
ings are outdated and no longer 
appropriate for disabled people. 

Before the meeting, he said that 
if planning permission is refused 
for the development, the 80-year- 
old charity would have to “consid¬ 
er its future” in Leatherhead 


because all of its work over the 
past five years has focused on its 
ability to modernise. 

Following Wednesday’s deci¬ 
sion, he said: “QEF is obviously 
disappointed by this delay. 

“However, we will be carefully 
looking at the stated reasons for 
deferral and how best the issues 
raised can be resolved. 

“I would, however, like to take 
this opportunity to say a massive 
thank you to everyone that sup¬ 
ported QEF by writing to the 
council, raising their voices on so¬ 
cial media, or speaking at the 
meeting to share their views on 
our plans.”

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DISASTER ON 
HOME FRONT 

Avoid facing nightmare damage after your holiday

New research reveals that many 
of us returning home from 
holiday may well come back to a 
domestic disaster. 

The research comes from AA 
Home Membership which found 
a quarter of those surveyed faced 
a problem back home. 

The most common problem was 
a water leak which struck almost 
a third of those who'd had a 
home emergency. That was 
followed by a boiler breakdown, 
burglary (15 percent) and wasp 
nests (13 per cent). Electrical 
faults (11 percent) and broken 
appliances (11 percent) also 
featured highly. 

As well as the misfortune of 
suffering one of these problems, 
the cost of repairing it isn't 
cheap. In fact, half of those who 
had a water leak paid over £100 
to fix it. An unlucky one in five 
had to fork out more than £1,000. 

Helen Brooker, head of AA 
Home Membership said: "It's 
really unlucky to have something 
go wrong when you're not around 
to put it right, or at least stop it 
from getting worse. 

"While a lot of these disasters 
are probably completely 
unexpected, there are a couple of 
things you can do to help prevent 
things going wrong. It's a good 


idea to turn off your water at the 
stopcock just in case a weak pipe 
joint or a washing machine valve 
decides to fail and soak your 
house while you're soaking up the 
sun. 

"If you have a friend or 
neighbour close by who you trust 
it's worth giving them a spare key 
so they can pop in from time to 


time to check on the house - and 
bring in the post and perhaps 
water your plants while they're 
there." 

To reduce the risk of a domestic 
disaster, nine out of ten 
holidaymakers check that 
windows and doors are locked 
before they go away. Almost 
three quarters turn off all 


electrical appliances and nearly 
four out of 10 switch the boiler 
off. 

But Mrs Brooker points out: 
"Only a fifth turns off their water 
at the stopcock before they go. 
That's probably why a water leak 
is the most likely - and possibly 
most costly - problem holiday¬ 
makers could return home to."

Data released today by the Bank 
of England showed that a total 
of 67,200 mortgages were 
approved in June, a marked 
increase after four consecutive 
months of decline. This 
represents a year-on-year 
increase in monthly mortgage 
approvals of 14.2 per cent. 

Despite this rise, the level 
remains below the seven year 
high recorded for January 2014. 

This could party be attributed 
to changes in the Funding for 
Lending Scheme that came in at 
the start of 2014. Funding for 
Lending was launched in July 
2012 with the aim to incentivise 
banks and building societies to 
increase the amount they lend 
to households and small 
businesses by rewarding them 
with interest rates that are 
cheaper than the market level. 
However, the scheme now 
focuses exclusively on 
businesses. 

Further, tighter eligibility 


criteria on mortgage lending, 
which stemmed from the 
Mortgage Market Review, took 
effect in April, with some lenders 
applying the changes earlier. 
This, in part, may have caused a 
bottleneck for mortgage 
applications. 

The uptick in June is likely to 
be the start of approvals 
working through the bottleneck. 
Further increases in approvals 
are expected throughout the 
rest of the year - albeit at a 
slower rate than 2013. 

The latest Credit Conditions 
Survey by the Bank of England 
in Q2 2014 showed that the 
availability of secured credit to 
households increased slightly. 

However, the Mortgage Market 
Review, coupled with weaker pay 
growth and stalling consumer 
confidence - shown by the 
YouGov/Cebr Consumer 
Confidence Index - will keep 
mortgage approvals low by 
historical standards. 


Stamp duty crunch is looming 


Estate agency haart in Worcester 
Park warned today that a stamp duty 
crunch is coming nearer and it could 
cost the buyer of a typical home at 
least £5,000 extra on top of all the 
other costs of moving. 


At the current rate of house price 
growth (around 10 per cent a year 
nationally) the buyer of an average 
home (£204,429) today will be 
subject to a three per cent stamp 
duty tax rate within just 30 months, 
or before the end of 2016, says the 
estate agency. 

This amounts to £7,500 - an 
additional £5,000 when compared to 
the one per cent band - in duty on a 
W ' home costing £250,001. Paul Markey, 

x branch manager said: "Stamp duty is 

already a punishing tax on buyers,

"The Government received £4.7 
billion in stamp duty in 2012/2013. 
We believe ministers should prepare 
to act to help hard-pressed buyers 
by lifting the tax thresholds or 
reforming in other ways." 

There is no duty on properties 
bought for up to £125,000. The rate 
is one per cent (£125,001 to 
£250,000), three per cent (£250,001 
to £500,000), four per cent (£500,001 
to £1 million), five per cent over £1 
million and seven per cent for 
purchase prices over £2million.

More than a third (39

A student from Ewell has 
rowed himself into the 
record books after being part 
of the youngest ever team to 
row from California to 
Hawaii, writes Jack Miller. 

Chris Blacketer and three 
Exeter University friends set 
off from Monterey on June 9 
as part of the Great Pacific 
Boat Race. 

In reaching Honolulu after 
50 days at sea, they became 
the youngest crew ever to 
cover the epic 3,100km dis¬ 
tance using no motor or sails. 

The 24-year-olds endured 
deafening winds, 20-foot 
waves and nightly blackouts 
as they rowed through 
shark-infested waters, as well 
as hoards of flying fish flood¬ 
ing the boat and jamming 
equipment. 

But Chris said these were 
not the hardest things to put 
up with. 

“Each day our hands got a 
little more blistered and our 
stomachs decreased in size, 
but the worst aspect by far 
was the pain in our back¬ 
sides,” he said. 

“Spending pretty much 24 
hours a day sitting or lying 
on them meant we were all 
on a constant stream of 
painkillers. 

“We needed them just to get 
through the days and be able 
to sit down, as we were so 
blistered and raw.” 

The boys met studying at 
Exeter University and spent a 
year preparing for their in¬ 
credible voyage. 

They took turns to man the 
oars aboard their 24-foot 
boat, Isabel, with pairs row¬ 
ing in two-hour shifts for the 
duration of the trip. 

Known as Team Noman, 
they set out to raise funds for 
the HPV and Anal Cancer 
Foundation, and have so far 
attracted more than £40,000. 

The Noman campaign’s ex¬ 
treme endurance events raise 
awareness of HPV, the 
carcinogenic virus, which 
infects one-third of the UK 
population.
